Receiving the first of three 
signals from the Fort W orth office, 
Warden Turner m ade necessary con ­ 
nections and in five minutes prepara 
tions were made.

Dr. J. L. Ward, chairman of the 
W ise County WTar Price and Ration­ 
ing Board, announced today that the 
board may issue tem porary gasoline

Otherwise, he said, the County War 
Price and R ationing Board m ust fol­ 
low gasoline ration figures set by th p 
Office of D efense Transportation, in 
“ tailoring” transport m ileage ration 
books. 
“The County War Price and Ra­ 
tioning Board adm inistering thP OPA 
program has no alternative but to ac­ 
cept the gasoline quota set on a Cer­ 
tificate of War N ecessity issued by 
thp ODT,” Dr. Ward emphasized.
